ONE WARRANT ALONE CHARGES 
THE EMBEZZLEMENT OF $7000. 


The Cashier Made a Confession to His Superiors, Then 
Was Allowed to Take a Walk and Disap- 
peared With His Family.

Arnold Tuchschmidt, th missing cashier 
of the Internal Revenue Department, is 
Said to be shori in his acounts over $8000. 
It is also said the amount may run into 
figures more astonishing. 

Inspector William Gavett, who is inves- 
tigating his books, discovered discrepan- 
cles Wednesday morning which will sub- 
stantially increase all previous estimates 
of the shortage. 

The warrant issued for Tuchschmidt’s ar- 
rest churges him with having embezzled 
$7000. It was drawn i> Monday morning 
when the investigation had been in progress

It will take severa] days, Inspector Gav- 
ett says, to complete the investigation. 

The Post-Dispatch has learned that the 
alleged defalcations have been going on 
since last August. 

The information specifying the shortage 
mentioned was sworn to by Collector Henry 
Cc. Grenner. 

Tuchschmidt made a full confession to the 
Treasury Inspector about 9 o’clock Monday 
morning. 

“I know I have done wrong,’ he said, 
“and I would like to know what I ought 
to do.” 

“Make a clean breast of the affair,’’ 
piied Mr. Gavett. 

Tuchsehmidt was then told to wait untill 
the inspector had consulted with Collector 
Grenmner. The conference lasted a half 
hour, when Mr. Grenner summoned his 
chief clerk, A. C. Cantley. 

A few minutes later Mr. Cantley emerged 
from the collector's private office and 
called for Tuchschmidt. 
disappeared. 

“He seid he was going across the street,’’ 
remarked one of the deputies. That was 
of Tuchschmidt. His eye- 
glasses and overcoat were on the desk. 

Two hours afterward Mr. Grenner went 
to the office of District Attorney Edward 
A. Rozier and made application for a war- 
rant. It was placed in the hands of the 
United States Marshal. Chief Deputy Mar- 
ehal Nall. in company with Marshal Wat- 
gon, hastened to Tuchschmidt’s residence 
at 2324 University strect. The young woman 
who opened the door said the man they 
wanted was not at home. 

Mr. Charlies H. Smith, Surveyor of the 
Port, saw Tuchschmidt walking west on 
Olive street between 9 and 10 o'clock Mon-

Inquiries at Tuchschmidt'’s home Wednes- 
@ay developed that he had left the city, 
taking bis wife and family with him. 

Three revenue collectors, as many Deputy 
Tinited States Marshals and agents of the 
Becret Service Department are now search- 
ing for him. One of them stated to the 
Post-Dispatch that Tuchschmidt was sup- 
posed to bave left St. Louls Monday night. 

A description of the cashier has been tele- 
graphed to State and Federal authorities 
of every large city in the country. 

Tuchschmidt had been employed in the 
Internal Revenue Office about twelve years. 
was a prominent Republican worker and 


‘was rewarded for his fealty to the party. 


Former Collector Wenneker, under whose 
administration he was appointed, promoted 
him to the position of cashier after three 
months’ service. When Mr. Wayman Mec- 
Creery assumed temporary charge, three 
years ago, he was transferred to the desk 
where cigar stamps are sold. The present 
incumbent, H. C. Grenner, returned him to 
the cashiership. ‘ 

The most implicit confidence was placed in 
Tuchachmidt. He was never known to have 
gambled and never used liquor or tobacco, 
He was noted for his economical habits 
and was industrious in the discharge of his 
duties. 

But it is stated that he speculated in real 
estate.

Inspector Gavett took charge of-Cashier 
Tuchschmidt's official affairs on last Friday 
morning. He had scarceiy begun the in- 
vestigation when discrepancies amounting 
to $2500 were found. 

Tuchschmidt explained that he had ad- 
vanced several breweries stamps, without 
requiring them to pay therefor. He added 
that he had given them credit because he 
was sure of payment and so acted more as 
an accommodation than anything else. 

It was then ascertained that, after hold- 


| ing out about $3000 in revenue for ten days, 


he had replaced it on another daily ac- 
count. 

Collector Grenner was apprised of these 
facts. Tuchschmidt was called to task for 
his loose methods and again matters pro- 
gressed serenely. )

Tuchschmidt left his home at 8:30 o’clock 
Monday morning, reaching the Federal 
Building a haif hour later. 

As he was walking towards the elevator 
he met a deputy revenue collector, to whom 
he remarked that he was in trouble.

The deputy demurred, saying he 
to go nimaell and ‘‘face the music.”’

He called 
at the Marshal's office about ten times 
Tuesday afternoon to learn if they had ob- 
tained any trace of ‘him. The answer was 
invariably unfavorable. 

Mr. Cantley said: 

“My trial balance, showing the entire re- 
ceipts of the office, would have shown a 
shortage if any existed prior to Nov. 1. 
Of that I am positive. I have been busy 
rearranging the office since this Tuch- 
schmidt matter developed and, of course, I 
have not given as much time to the case 
as I would like to.

POLITICS AND “PRESSURE.” 


EXACT SITUATION DESCRIBED 
FOR POST-DISPATCH READERS. 


The Mayor May Cause x2 Period of 
Darkness and This May Also Be 
Done by Council or House of 
Delegates. 


Is the city or any portion of it, to be in 
darkness as a result of the delay in author- 
izing the letting of a new contract? 

This is a question the citizens of St. Louls 
would like to have answered. The answer 
is not forthcoming from the city officials 
and those who are in a position to know 
Say that the passage of the bill authorizing 
the Board of Public Improvements to let 
new contracts will not afford a great mea- 
sure of relief because previous delay has 
made it impossible to complete the neces- 
sary preliminary steps before the present 
contracts expire. 

Political animosity has entered into the 
situation and unless the people of St. Louis 
plainly indicate their wishes petty spite 
may result in the deferring of a great pub- 
lic good. | 

The bill was passed by the House of Del- 
egates Tuesday night. It has already 
passed the Council. It must now be en- 
rolled by the Council and eigned by the 
Mayor before the Board of Public Improve- 
ments can take advantage of the power 
vested in it by the measure. 

President McMath of the Board says that 
these steps cannot be taken in time to pre- 
vent at least a portion of the city from 
being in darkness. The only hope is that 
the bill providing for the letting of tem- 
pcrary contracts,. which has been persist- 
ently “held up” by the House of Delegates, 


may be speedily passed. Even if that is 
done it is not certain that it can be taken 
advantage of before the present contracts 
expire. 

This is the situation. The city is now pe- 
ing lighted under four contrects. Two of 
these provide for the lighting of allys with 
incandescent lamps will expire on January 

The third, covering the lighting of 
Streets in the central portion of the city, 
with are lamps will @xpire on Aprii 30, 1%0. 

The fourth is @ contract with the Caron- 
dolet Gaslight Con.pany to light the streets 
south of Keokuk street with gas, This 
has stil] five years to run and does not fig- 
ure In the situation at present. 

The bill paseed Tuesday night authorizes 
the Board of Public Improvements to let 
contracts for ten years, one for the lighting 
of the streets in the central part of the 
city with arc lights and another for light- 
ing the streets and alleys in other portions 
of the city with hydro carbon gae. | 


It provides that those portions of the cily | 
between Bremen avenue and Arsenal] street ; 
ave- | 


and between the river and Jefferson 
nue shall] be lighted with arc lamps. Ali 
other portions of the city, including the 
best resideace portions of all sections, are 
destined to be in darkness unless heroic 
measures are taken. 

After the contracts are let these sections 
will be Hghted with gas. 

There are now before the House of Dele- 
gates three additional lighting bills. Tww 
of these thought to be the most important 
the Public Improve- 
ments Committee. One of them provides 
that the Board of Public Improvements be 


given authority to let a temporary contract | 


for the lighting of the streets and alleys 
in those portions of the city where 
contracts will expire on Jan. 1, 
authorizes the board to let a 
contract to light the public buildings. 
third permits the beard to let a permanent 
contract for the lighting of certain streets 
in Carondelet which are not now reached 
by the mains of the Carondelet Gaslight 
Company. 

‘These bills were sent to the House of Del- 
egates because it was believed they couid 
be pushed to passage quicker if they origi- 
nated there. low they are tied up and the 
board is powerless to hasten their passag®.

THREE MILLION 


Large Business Block in Phil- 
adelphia Destroyed. 


BIG PUBLISHING HOUSE GONE. 


‘DAMAGE TO J. B. LIPPINCOT & CO. 
IS $2,000,000. 


‘Blaze Caused by a Defective Electric 
Light Wire in a Large Depart- 
ment Store, Which Burned 
to the Ground. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 28.—An elec- 
tric spark in the basement of Partridge & 
Richardson’s department store, Nos. 15 to 
299 North Eigth street, started a fire this 
morning that in less than four hours laid 
in ashes nearly an entire block of business 
houses and caused an estimated loss of over 


$3, 000. 

A. six-story building of J. B. Lippincort 
& Co., book publishers, 716 to 720 Filbert 
| street, containing rare and valuable plates 
and machinery, was completely destroyed, 
involving a loss estimated by a member of 


the firm at $2,000,000. 

The next heaviest loser was Partridge & 
Richardson, whose building extended south 
on Eighth street from Filbert. Their loss 
on buliiding and contents is estimated at 
$600,000. Lit Bros., whose department store 
adjoins the Lippincott building, estimate 
their loss at $400,000. 

In addition to the houses mentioned, nu- 
merous smaller stores were either destroyed 
or badly damaged. Chief among these were 
Bailey’s ‘56 and 10-cent store,’’ North Eighth 
street, loss, $100,000; Rosenberg’s millinery 
establishment, North Eighth street, loss 


Various other establishments were slight- 
ly damaged by smoke and water. 

The burned district covers nearly an en- 

tire block. 
Lit Bros.’ store has a frontage on Market 
street from Eighth to within 100 feet of 
Seventh street. This portion of the build- 
ing was not damaged, but the rear, whic 
adjoins the Lippincett publishing house, 
suffered severely. On Filbert street, be- 
tween Partridge & Richardson’s store, on 
Eighth street, and Lippincott’s, on Filbert 
etreet, were several small buildings which 
were destroyed, 

It was from there that the flames com- 
municated with the publishing house. On 
Eighth street, between Lit’s and Partridge 
& Richardson's, were located the Bailey 
and Rosenberg stores. 

The blaze was discovered by Watchman 
Fannig, who observed an electric light 
wire in the basement of Partridge & Rich- 
ard<on's store emitting eparks. ‘This was

at 6:25 o'clock. He transmitted an alarm, 
but before thedepartment responded the 
building was a mass of flames. Owing to 
the inflammable nature of the stock, the 
blaze spread rapidly. Fire alarms were 
sent in, bringing out the entire fire depart- 
ment. 

In the course of an hour the big store was 
in ruins and Lippincott’s and the emaller 
stores adjoining were in flames. The fire- 
men were hampered in their work by the 
mass of trolley, telephone and telegraph 
wires over Filbert street, which is a nar- 
row thoroughfare. To this fact is partly 
due the destruction of the publishing 
house. During the conflagration several 
firemen were slightly injured by falling 
glass. 

Hundreds of men and women have been 
thrown out of work by the fire. All the 
logses are probably covered by insurance. 

While the entire department was battling 
with the conflagration another fire broke 
out in the wholesale and retail boot and 
shoe store of William H. Harris. No. 419 
| Market street, four blocks away from the 
Eighth street fire. A half dozen engines 
were detached from the big fire, but be- 
fore the firemen had succeeded in extin- 
guishing the flames the place was de- 
stroved caueing a loss of $30,000. The ad- 
joining building, occupied by A. 8S. Dowie, 
_ stationery, was damaged by water to the 
extent of $10,000. The losses are covered 
by insurance.

London Anxiously Awaits Details of a 
Battle, Which Methuen Says Was 
One of the Severest in Brit- 
ish History. 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—The War Office 
has received the following dispatch from 
Gen. Buller: 

Cape Town, Tuesday, Nov. 28.—Gen. 
Methuen reports: 

“Modder River, Tuesday, Nov. 28.— 
Reconnoitered at 5 a. m. enemy's posi- 
tion on Modder River and found him 
strongly entrenched and concealed. No 
means of outflanking, the river being full. 

“Action commenced with artillery, 
mounted infantry and cavalry, at 5:30. 
The Guards on the right and Ninth Bri- 
gade on the left. attacked the position in 
widely siitiaslal at 6:30 and, 
supported by the artillery, found itself in 
ront of the whole Boer force, 800 
strong, with

“After desperate, hard fighting, which 
lasted ten hours, our men without water 
or food, and in the burning sun, made 
the enemy quit his position. 

“Gen. Pole-Carew was successful in 
getting a small party across the river, 
gallantly assisted by 300 sappers. 

“I speak in terms of high praise of the

AMERICANS FORCED TO HALT. 


FORCE OF 1700 IN FRONT AND RE- 
INFORCEMENTS AWAITED. 


Marines and Blue Jackets Have Taken 
Vigan and the Filipino Leader to 
Escape Must Detour to 
the East. 


MANILA, Nov. 2.—10:0 a. m. 
Young, with three troops of the Third Cav- 
alry and a small detachment of Macabees 
commanded by Lieutenants Hall, Quinlan 
and Blount, arrived at Namacpacan from 
San Fernando de Union Thursday, Novem- 
ber 23. There they received news of Agui- 
naldo, from which it appears that he passed 
north through Namacpacan Tuesday, No- 
vember 21, while Gen. Young was waiting 
at San Fernando, twenty miles south. 

The rebel chief is now believed to be hid- 


ing in Abra province. When Aguinaldo 
passed through Namacpacan all his talk 
was in favor of continulng the war. 

It is reported that 1700 insurgents under 
Generals Tino and Pilar are massed at Ta- 
guden, ten miles north, and it has been 
concluded to wait at Namacpacan for rein- 
forcements. The American military force 
was still at Namacpacan Sunday, but a 
move north was expected to take place on 
Monday. Two companies of the Thirty-third 
Volunteers are on their way north to rein- 
force the troops at Namacpacan. 

A dispatch from the Associated Press 
correspondent at Namacpacan, Province of 
Union, dated Sunday, Nov. 3B, says: 

“The Oregon, Samara and Callao with 
160 blue jackets and marines from the Ore- 
gon, captured the port of Vigan, Province 
of South Locos, north of here to-day. ‘he 
Samara and Caliao ran close in shore, a 
few shots were fired and then the Samara, 
Callao and Oregon engaged in a sharp 
bombardment of Vigan. The firing from 
the shore ceased almost immediately and 
the sailors and marines, with a field piece, 
were landed, 

When the blue jackets and marines land- 
ed at Vigan they found that the insurgents 
had fled. The navy will hold the town 
until relleved by the troops which are on 
their way north.

NOTE—The operations reported are all in the 
porth end of Luzon. They show that Aguinaldo 
has been driven over two-thirds of the length of 
the island from Manila porth, and when last heard 
from was about midway between Dagupau and Vi- 
gan, both of which points are held by the Ameri- 
can forces. The only possibility of escape of 
Aguinaldo appears to be toward the east, where, 
so far as reported, there are no American soldiers.

FOUGHT ON THE SUMMIT. 


Victory of Col. Bell Accomplished by 
Remarkable Fortitude. 

MANILA, Nov. 29, 10:30 a. m., by Courier 
From the Mountains of Dayamkan, Prov- 
ince of Pangasanan.—The fight in which 
Col. Bell defeated and scattered the Filipino 
brigades of Gens. Alejandrino and San Mig- 
uel took place on the summit of the moun- 
tains, west of Mangalaren, forming the dl- 


vide between the Dagupan Valley and the 
ocean, Coil. J. Franklin Bell's regtment, the 
Thirty-sixth Infantry, and:Fowler’s compa- 
ny of the Thirty-third left Mangalaren 
Monday morning and marched 24 hours w.th 
four hours’ rest, over bare and waterless 
ridges, along narrow trai and through 


canyons. 
: Nov. 28, the troops emerged 


At daylight, 
from a timbered canyon upon the p clhene 


rurning into the Filipinos’ advance 
who retreated to the main body efore 
shooting. Col. Bell, who was in advance 
with the scouts and one company, had the 
Filipinos in full rout before jhe main body 
o* his troops arrived, fleeing down the 
mountain to the swamps petween Mangal- 
aren and Aguitas, leaving ten dead and 
many wounded, and abandoning two NOs 
denfelts, one 2-inch Krupp, one Maxim anc 
one Hotchkiss. They were chased through 
the swam and thoroughly dispersed. 
Col. Bell captured ail their artillery, 
piles and clothing, many Mausers an Rem- 
ingtons, some American Winchesters anid a 
thovsand rounds of ammunition. The riftes 
were abandoned in the rebels’ retreat and 
were scattered along their trail for two 
miles, the enemy escaping ompty handed, 
with the exception of a few rifies. 
The women and children in shacks In 
the camp had no time to escape. 
Col. Ruscar, chief of the arsenal, and 4 
few other prisoners were take. The Ftii- 
pinos had artillery trained to command the 
regular trail from Mangalaren, but Col. Bell 
approached from the opposite direction. 
The Filipinos are estimated to have num- 
bered 2000 men, with some English and Jap- 
anese and four Spanish officers.

She Is Cora Alice Cunning- 
ham-Rader. 


HER PAST TRACED’ BACK. 


IDENTITY OF THE MASQUERAD- 
ING CONVICT COMPLETE. 


Began Life in West Virginia, Where 
She Married; Husband Was Mur- 
dered Twelve Years Ago; 
Soon After This, “Ellis 
Glenn” Appeared. 


By a Staff Correspondent. 

HILLSBORO, IIL, Nov. 2.—The mystery 
of “Ellis Glenn's” identity and past history 
has been solved. “Glenn” has not yet ad- 
mitted the correctness of the solution, but 
there is no doubt that it is a true one. 

Her ture name is Mrs. Cora Alice Rader. 
Her maiden name was Cora Alice Cun- 
ningham. Twelve years ago, at Addison, 
W. Va., she married Melvin Rader, who 
was murdered, and not long after his mar- 
riage. Mrs. Rader’s name was coupled with 
the crime, but there was no legal proof of 
her guilt. Before the murder of her hus- 
band Mrs. Rader had been accused of undue 
intimacy with two men and her husband 
had left her: After the killing of Meivin 
Rader Mrs. Rader left Addison. It was 
immediately following this step that the 
change of attire is supposed to have taken 
place, for soon after Mrs. Rader’s disap- 
pearance from Addison, “Ellis Glenn” is 
heard of at Huntington, Parkersburg and 
other places in West Virginia. From Hunt- 
ington “Eilis Glenn” wrote to a real es- 
tate firm at Wichita Falls, Tex., {nquiring 
about the price of farm lands. Following 
this “Ellis Glenn” arrives at Wichita Falls, 
bringing with him a voung man and his 
mother, with wnom “Glenn” lived for a 
time. At Wichita Falls and Greenville, 
Tex., ““Glenn’’ made his home until his ap- 
pearance at Butler, Hillsboro and other 
towns in Southern Illinois, and committed 
the forgery which led to the discovery at 
Chester prison that “Ellis Glenn” was a 
woman. 

One of the valises left by “Eliis Glenn” 
in a St. Louis hotel bears the trade mark 
of a Huntington, W. Va., firm. 

The wife of Dr. Fullerton, living at Irving, 
Iil., knew Cora Alice Cunningham in West 
Virginia, remembers her marriage to Mel- 
vin Rader, the murder of Rader and Mrs. 
Rader’s disappearance. Mrs. Fullerton says 
Cora Alice Cunningham had a brother and 
sister who were twins—E%more and Mary. 
Mrs. Fullerton is positive that the Hillsboro 
convict is Mrs. Rader. 

“Ellis Glenn’s” first statement after the 
discovery of her sex was that she was a 
twin sister of “Elmore Glenn,” and that 
her name was “‘Alice.’’ Later she insisted 
that her name was “Ellis."”” This idea of 
twins was certainly suggested from the 
facts above stated, and the names suggest 
the correctness of the theory. 

A message from Addison, W. Va., bears 
out the statement of Mrs. Dr. Fullerton, 
and adds that it Was understood in Addison 
that Mrs. Rader was dead. 

The links in the chain of identification 
seem to be complete. 

The only quesiions not wholly cleared 
up are the special motive for the woman’s 
masquerading in male attire and the exact 
time and place at which Mrs. Cora Alice 
Rader became “Mr. Ellis Glenn.” 


Mrs. Fullerton’s statement follows: 

“I first knew Cora Cunningham in Duffy, 
W. Va., about fifteen years ago. She was 
then living with her parents, Abe Cunning- 
ham and wife. who were in good circum- 
stances. Cora's reputation at that time was 
not very good. Cunningham and his wife 
parted and he came West. About eleven 
years ago Cora married a man named Mel- 
vin Rader, a farmer in Webster County, 
W. Va., and moved to Hackers Vai- 
ley, W. Va. They did not liye together long 
until there were rumors that she was inti- 
mate with a neighbor by the name of Alfus 
Williams and another by the name of Cole. 

‘“‘Her husband, crediting the reports, left 
her. Not long after their separation he 
was found murdered, having been shot 
through a window at his home and his 
budy thrown in a garden, where it lay sev- 
eral days before discovery. 

“At that time it was suspected that Cora 
was implicated in his murder, but there was 
no proof and she was not arrested. She 
still resided in Hackers Valley for about a 


of her. Her mother moved to Lanes Bot- 
tom, W. Va., and is still living there. 

“There were three children in the Cun- 
ningham family, a boy and two girls, named 
respectively Elmore, Cora and Mary. El- 
more and Mary were twins and bore a very 
striking resemblance to each other. E]l- 
more and Mary were well thought of. The 
last 1 heard of Mary she was married and 
lived at Addison Springs, W. Va., but I un- 
derstand she is now living in Ohio. Cora 
did not favor her brother or sister in any 
respect. When I left Virginia one year 
ago her mother was still living there. The 
last time 1 saw Cora in Virginia was seven 
years ago, when she came to my father, 
who was a doctor, for medicine. 

“During the street fair in Hillsboro, in 
September, 1898, I, in company with my 
husband and a sister from Virginia, while 
looking at a sewing machine in a booth, 
was waited on by a person whose face 
seemed familiar to me. This was E,lilis 
Gienn. We left our card and Glenn came 
to our home in Irving twice in regard to 
machines. Each time I became more and 
more convinced that Ellis Glenn was Cora 
Cunningham, but as she was dressed in 
men’s clothing I was not certain. Ascer- 
taining that we were from Virginia, she 
told us of many people whom we knew in 
Addison Springs and other points in Vir- 


ginia. 

“Since her sex has been discovered I have 
seen her photograph and am positive that 
she is Cora Cunningham-Rader.” 

To-day the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
in company with State's ttorney D. R 
Kindeg confronted “Gleng” with a tele- 
gram om Adtison, W. Va., which con- 
Yirmed the statement of Mrs. Dr. Fullerton 
of Irving that the prisoner is Cora Alice

| James Duke and his elder daughter, Miss 


Nellie, were admitted to the jail yesterday 
afternoon. The family had come over from 
Butier mn the morning. Miss Ella Duke, who 
was to have married Glenn, brought the 
woman a dress. Sheriff Cassaday refused 
to permit her to don it, neither would he 
admit Miss Ella to the fail. 

The Sheriff is wholly prompted by kind- 
ness in taking this position. He realizes 
that the young woman has not fully recov- 
ered mentally from the shock of Saturday's 
disclosure and is nursing an affection so 
vague and intangible that she herself does 
not understand it. What she might do ii 
brought face to face with Glenn is a verv 
grave question with Sheriff Cassaday. Tie 
violence of hysteria he fears. The girl is so 
nervous and her protestations of affection 
for Glenn, man or woman, so vehement 
that the Sheriff deems it wise that they 
should not meet and they will not, as long 
as the prisoner is in his custody. 

Miss Flla and her sister tried to see Glenn 
Monday and failed. They shouted from the 
jail yard their greetings. Tucsday the Sner- 
iff consented to permit Miss Nellie to talk 
to Ellis. Miss uke was calm until she 
entered the cell, then she burst into tears 
and threw her arms around the prisoner. 
Glenn was visibly affected, the green ey¢s 
dried quiekly and the old easy manner re- 
turned.

Loose in the case was a blank sewing 
machine company contract, on which the 
name Ellis Glenn was noted. A card ad- 
vertisement of a Corsicana (Tex.) abstract 
company and some memoranda of no im- 
portance were found. 

The case bore the name “Herz maker, 
917 Third avenue, Huntington, W. Va.” 

The attorneys were much disappointed at 
the result of thelrsearch. From the actions 
of the prisoner they believed the valises 
contained something which, if not estab- 
lishing the real tdentity of Glenn, would 
give them a fruitful clew. 

Prosecuting Attorney Creighton stated 
that he had learned nothing from the 
grips and cannot understand the prisoner's 
anxiety to get them again in her posses- 
sion.

Only such changes and additions as 
developments in the Philippines and else- 
where during the next few days necessitate 
will be made.

Councilman Hodges and President 
McMath Express Themselves Un- 
equivocally and Gravely. 


Prominent Republicans who do not in- 
dorse the methods of the Ziegenhein ad- 
ministration will probably be heard from 
often in the coming campaign.

Councilman W. R. Hodges and Presi- 
dent McMath of the Board of Public Im- 
provements have opened hostilities. 

In a speech before the Commercial Club 
a few days ago Capt. Hodges sald 

When we realize the financial condition of the 
city, the questies naturally presents ‘tse *“tlow 
comes the city in such a condition?’ Our first 
thought is that peculation and official mismanage- 
ment are responsible. This is correct, although of 
a@tual stealing of the city’s funds, I belleve there 
has been very little. Of official mismanagement 
there hus been a great deal, extending back niany 
years, and there will continue to be Wismanage- 
ment so long as the political boss is permitted 
to put his henchmen on the city pay roll and keep 
them there. 

Mr McMath spoke before the Good Gov- 
ernment Republican League Club, and said 
in part: 

l’artial but insufficient relief may 
city, administrative, executive and 
forms, Which might be immediately 
if all concerned would work together for that end. 
Further reiief might be had if the State authori- 
ties and legislators would seek to promote the wel- 
fare of this, the chief city of the State. But 
there would still remain the great body of the 
difficulty which comes from constitutional provi- 
sions framed when the wants of a city organized 
as ours is were wholly unknown and could not have 
been governed. To provide suitable remedies for 
this residue of the difficulty will require states- 
manship to devise and a well informed public 
Op.nien to adopt. 

He showed how the streets of the city had 
been permitted to become a disgrace to the 
municipality, and in conclusion, after sum- 
marizing the city finances, he said: “The 
city is in a mighty tight place.”’

The authorities at Washington are re- 
minded that St. Louis will not cease her 
protests until the Federal Building is 
cleaned and properly lighted. 

The men who werk in the building from 
morning tll night declare their labors are 
seriously handicapped by existing condi- 
tions. 

Though they represent the United States 
Government’ and care for Uncle Sam's im- 
mense revenues, coming from over one mil- 
lion people, they occupy .the dingiest public 
quarters in the city. 

The appearance of their workshop from 
the outside is a disgrace, they say, and at 
might is so gloomy they dare not venture 


within its doors. They are tired of looking 
at the huge biocks of granite, which reek 
with dirt and filth. Never has the structure 
been washed and it is’ over a quarter of 
a century old. 

It is unsigatly Sy day and forbidding at 
night. Visitors to the city cannot under- 
stand why st. Louis permits the grandest 
architectural specimen in her midst to go 
neglected. 

“We wouldn’t tolerate such disreputable 
untidiness in our city for a minute,”’ they 
frequently say. 

Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, New York 
and in fact all the prominent cities of the 
country receive attention from the Federal 
Government when they want improvements. 
New York asked for money to wash the 
poses and have lights placed around 
t. Its request. was immediately granted. 
aying more revenue than an 
city west of the Mississippi River, is left 
without appropriation for improvements 
that are imperatively necessary. —Twenty 
million dollars is the sum annually paid 
by St. Louis into the government coffers. 
Yet not a fraction of this amount is al- 
lowed for washing the buildin 

Six hundred empicyes woul ‘like to see 
a change. The United States a the 
Custodian of the Federal Building &nd the 
Postmaster voice the sentiments of the fifth 
city of the Union, One of them said that 
to clean the Federal Building would be a 
compliance with the Scriptural injunction. 
They insist that it should be illuminated 


at night. 

Mr. Charles H. Smith, custodian of all 
the Government property in St. Louis, 
says: “That extensive et oP Alga g are 

needed at the Federal Building has been 
apparent to me for a long time. When I 
was appointed, two years ago, I asked for 
money to make certain repairs. I did not 
get it. 

“The electric Hght plant is antiquated 
and does not even provide sufficient light 
for the various offices in the building. 

‘‘Recently an inspector from Washington 
visited St. Louis to ascertain whether the 
interior of the postoffice needed repainting. 
He made an adverse report, although 1 
strongly recommended that it be done. 

‘The third and fotrrth floors were painted 
last summer and it required an effort to 
obtain money for that purpose.” 

‘“‘Why does Washington treat St. Louis 
so shabbily?” Mr. Smith was asked. 

“Well,” he replied. smiling, “I guess We 
are accorded as much as other cities.’’ 

“Has St. Louis received for improve- 
ments an amount equal to Cincinnati, 
New York, Boston or Chicago?’ 

“No; because there have been new 
buildings put uP in those cities which are 
not classed with improvements.” 

“Is there any reason why 8st. Louis 
cannot have its Federal Building reno- 
vated and so lighted that it will cease to 
be an eyesore? 

“The Treasury Department, to which the 
question was referred nearly a year ago, 
‘#8 more competent to answer. Congress 
makes a general appropriation Intended to 
cover the needs of all the Federal build- 
ings, and the disbursement of that mone 
rests with the Secretary of the Treasury.” 

“Until the Treasury Department acts are 
you powerless to do anything?’’ 
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St. Louis, 


United States Circuit Judge Amos Thay- 
er said: 

“On a proposition where tmprovements 
are involved our Government is either tn- 
different or neelectful. It would be almost 
as easy, I believe, to secure a new Fed- 
eral building as to have.granted the sum 
necessary for a thorough overhauling of 
th's structure. It is a pecullar fact that 
the idea of renovating anything seems. for. 
eign to our officials at Washineton. For 
instance, I have suggested that a rug 
instead of a carpet be placed In my office, 
but to no purpose. A earpet colleets much 
dust and no money is forthceaw'ng when 
a cleaning is necessary. They would, how- 
ever, be willing to give us a new carpet. 

“A short time ago I asked for more 
light, but the reply carne that the dynamo 
Was already taxed to its fullest capacity. 
For years T have tried to get better ac- 
accommodations here but without success. 
The buliding certainly should be washea 
and iliaminated at night. 

“The people at W ashington do not know, 
or else they ignore, what’ the people of 
St. Louls want. Too much authority fs 
centralized + the Capttol. and I believe in 
every city there should be an official dele. 
gated with power to let contracts and make 
appropriations wherever necessary. 

“Meanwhile we should insist on the im- 
provements demanded until we sucteed in 
having them allowed.” 

United States District Judge Elmer B. 
Adams said: ‘The Federal building must 
be attended ¢o. If St, Louis gives the 
Goverrment Fi cae a year then we are 
justiy entitied to iain and the agita- 
tion should be gontinnse until our neceasi- 
tles are met.’

Makes Reply. 

Harry B. Hawes, President of the Police 
Board, has replied to the charge made by 
anti-wine room crusaders that he is dodging 
the issue.

Besides they have been 
led to believe that Mr. Higgins had issued 
definite orders regulating the conduct of 
saloons. This has not been done, except 
in the case of the removal of the wine- 
room stalis, and this order has béen faith- 
full carried out. My letter to Father 
Coffey and Mr. Haynes, under date of 
Nov. li, states exactly the position of the 
Police Department in the matter... We can- 
not keep women from going to saloons 
and drinking if they want to. If we arrest 
them we cannot convict them of being fre- 
aoanhere of disorderly places unless we 
show in court that they have been to some 
particular saloon more than once. There 
is no statute against having music in the 
saloons. Al] those things are left entirely 
to the discretion of the Excise Commis- 
sioner. That is what he is paid for. And 
we stand ready to help him carry out any 
reform order he may issue. I have, as yet, 
received no reply to my letter of Nov. 
11, though I sent another on Nov. 3, asking 
for a copy of any orders issued by Mr. 
Higgins and repeating the promise of as- 
sistance in carrying them out.
